KILLS MANY CHICKS 


Small Structure it Holupple 
Reii- 


denca

Destroyed by 


Fire Early Thl» Morning. 


One hundred 
and 
twenty 
pure- 
blooded 
white 
drpington 
chickens 
were burned to death or drowned by 
water, in-a flre believed to be in- 
cendiary in origin at the residence ot 
Dr. I. M. Holsapple, about one-.thirty 
o'clock this morning. In the rear of 
the residence at 800 North Washing- 
ton street, there- Is a one-story frame 
building, about seventy feet in length, 
which is- used for .the housing of an 
iron chicken brooder and equipment 
and for storing chicken feed. 
The 
west corner' of this building was the 
first to catch flre and the blaze com- 
municated to the roof and Interior of 
th structure, doing severe damage. 
In. the building there is a partition 
dividing the brooder room, which Is 
heated by a small oil stove, and the 
feed bine. The -west end, where the 
feed was stored. Is totally destroyed 
by the fire and the brooder room only 
partially burned, giving evidence that 
the fire did not 
start from 
the oil 
stove, as was first supposed. Adjoin- 
ing this building are the 
chicken 
coops, which were beginning to burn 
when the fire department arrived af- 
ter a record run on a still- alarm. 
Mrs. Holsapple was awakened by 
the noise of the fire and when the 
motor truck arrived and five hundred 
feet of hose laid, the entire building 
was in flames. The one lead of hose 
proved. sufficient to quench the flre 
and as there was no strong wind, the 
other buildings were 
in no danger. 
The brooder contained about a hun- 
dred small chickens that were killed 
by the Intense heat and fire. The 
brooder 
was also 
damaged 
when 
thrown out of the 
building by the 
firemen. 
The loss, estimated at be- 
tween three and four 
hundred dol- 
lars, is covered by insurance.

TIME FOR SPRAYING 


Allen B. West Gives Good Advice on 


How to Prevent Dangerous Cod. 


ling Moth.—Spray 


Properly. 


The blossoms are about, ready to 
fall from the apple, cherry and plum 
trees. 
This is therefore the proper 
time for their nr-.xt spraying to lire- 
vent injury from codling moth, the 
curculior and. plum politer. The cod- 
linc moth is thn mischievous insect, 
.•which causes the largest loss of any 
insect, pest in "Wisconsin fruits. 
!t 
.does its damage in iho larval or worm 
stage and the eggs laid by the moth 
inake t.he apple worms with which we 
are all familiar. 
The P.CRS are laid on the leaves, 


.but when they hatch the worm c-ats 
its way into t.he fruit. 
Owing to the 


fact, that these larvae are hatched out- 
side the fruit. Ihe method of treatment 
jp to destroy them before they eat 
their way inside. The proper tinv; to 
reach them is he-fore the calyx or blos- 
som er.d of the fruit, closes, for the 
first brood usually enters at this point. 


A poison is needed to kill the larvae 


l><=foro damage is done and for this 
either paris green or arsenate of lead 
inay be used. 
It. is best to combine 
It with Bordeaux mixtuYe, for the trees 
need the protection afforded by the 
Bordeaux, which is a preventive of 
various fungus diseases. Paris green 
is cheaper than the arsenate of lead, 
but t.he lead is more persistent, and 
Is liner and held in suspension better 
in the water. Paris green is more apt 
to set.ile in the. bottom of the mixture. 
Pa.ris green is also more apt to be 
adulterated and consequently one is 
less sure of results. 
To test Paris green put a little of 
the powder in common strong am- 
monia. 
If pure it will completely dis- 
solve, givng a beautiful, rich dark 
blue, clear liquid. Any insoluble resi- 
due is an impurity. 
For the cherry and plum trees the 
spraying should be done at this time, 
for plum curculio and plum gouger. 
The curculio is a close rival of the 
codling moth in the 
extent 
of the 
damage it. inflicts 
upon 
the 
fruit 
grower. 
It works upon 
apples and 
cherries as well. 
The first injury is 
done by the adult, female depositing 
her eggs. This takes plate very soon 
after the fmit is set. We are told by 
those who know that the insect de- 
posits her eggs in the fruit just be- 
jieath the sign. She then cuts a cres- 
cent shaped piece from the fruit just 
below the eggs as a means of .pre- 
venting tiiem from being overgrown 
in the rapidly growing fruit. 
If the 


<?gg hatches the young larva burrows 
into the fruit, eating out. the inner 
portions and filling the interior with 
excrement. 
The plums usually fall 


from the tree prematurely. 
Cherries 
usually remain and. this fruit seems 
to be able to obliterate to some ex- 
tent the injury due to depos-itlng the 
•eggs. 


The plum gouger is responsible for 
4he injured plums so often found upon 
the tree exuding a stickv sort of gum 
which spoils them for the market. 
It 
also injures many blossoms so that 
BO fruit is set. Its method of work is 
similar to that of the gouger and the 


codling moth and the remedy is the 
same, a thorough and timely spraying, 
using either parls green or arsenate of 
lead. 
Spraying to be effective must 
be propely done. The material, what- 
ever it is, should be applied in t.he 
form of a mist. This requires a strong 
pressure and the right kind of a noz- 
zle. The best form for general use is 
known as a Vermorel. 
For tall trees 


one should have an extension rod and 
the spray should he so applied as to 
reach all parts of the tree. 
Spraying 
should not be done when rain threat- 
ens, as the rain is likely to wash off 
the poison. 
We often hear 
people 
speak of 


I spraying their fruit trees as if one ap- 
plication were all that is necessary. 
This is not the case. The fruit trees 
have many enemies and one should 
know definitely what he wishes to ac- 
complish in order to spray intelligent- 
ly. 
For the pests above mentioned 
more than one spraying is necessary, 
and a'ttentipn will 
be 
called to the 
later sprayings at the proper times. 
The strength of the paris green spray 
is regulated by the amount of water 
used, or if used with Bordeaux mix- 
tur as recommended by the amount 
used in the Bordeaux mixture. A tea- 
spoonful of pure, paris green to two 
gallons of Bordeaux is sufficient. 


If lead arsenate Is used one should 
follow directions found on package, as 
It varies in strength.

'one by Miss Helen Welch of the Edu- 
cational commits, on the censorship 
of mDvmg pictures, and one by Mrs, 
Sue Lowell Hibbard in favor of a Y. 
W. C. A. for Janesville. 
..Miss Welch 
took 
up 
briefly 
tne tliree kinds of censorship—local, 
state, and federals-giving the opinion 
of students.of the question that none 
could be 
efficacious under present 
conditions, because.,of the great num- 
ber of. pictures to be censored, the 
composite character of the average 
moving picture audience, and the diffi- 
culty of finding critics specially fitted 
for their task. 
She then explained 
briefly what the National Board of 
Censorship, is, since there are many 
of us who do not understand cisariy 
:lts scope and power. It is a volun- 
tary body, administered by the Peo- 
.ples' Institute of New york, composed 
of , social workers, professional peo- 
ple, and others interested in motion 
picture problems—no member 
of it 
engaged in th« moving picture indus- 
try, and no member salaried. It-is 
an organization deriving sole power 
from the good will of the film com- 
panies whose pictures it censors, and 
from the co-operation of the public. 
The work of the board is made diffi- 
cult not only because it has no power 
of enforcing its views, but because of 
the composite character of the audi- 
ence for which it criticises the films. 
There .is no specialized demand as 
yet, so that each picture'must be a 
compromise between the demands of 
the child and adult. The board, how- 
ever, takes in.to account that about 


i fifteen .per cent of an average mo- 
: tion picture audience is made up of 
children under sixteen, and that they 
are especially susceptible to \sugges- 


! tion in pictures, and it tries to deter- 
; mine the influence of the pictures on 
such minds and to judge accordingly. 
Its work is constructive, lying chiefly 
in preventing the manufacture of un- 
desirable films. It attempts to ex- 
press the judgments of the people 
adapting itself to their shifting stan- 
dards. And to raise the sandard is, 
Miss Welch concluded, the work of all 
of us—by the use of motion pictures 
for other than commercial purposes, 
in the school for instance—and by in- 
forming ourselves as thoroughly of 
the influence of the motion picture as' 
we do of the influence of church and 
school. 
There will come the popular 
demand for the best in motion pic- 
tures, the only force ever really ef- 
fective in lifting any business above 
a given status. 
The bulk, of the meeting was taken 
up with the discussion of the pro- 
posed Girl's club or Y. W. C. A for 
Janesville. Rev. Parisoe spoke, urg- 
ing the immediate neerl of some such 
organization, and Mrs. Hibbard then 
gave her testimony in favor of a Y. 
W. C. A. She spoke from a wide ex- 
perience in Y. W. C. A. work in col- 
lege, city, and in foreign countries, 
and felt strongly the advantages of 
the Y. W. C. A. over other organiza- 
tions for a girl's club. She felt, in 
the first place, that it was open to all 
classes of young women as a business 
or working girls' club might not be. 
She felt, too, that it 'had a contlnuitv 
of service which could be made ef- 
fective through the trained workers 
available and through being a part of 
a strongly established material or- 
ganization which had years of suc- 
cessful experience behind 
it. 
She 
spoke definitely of the great variety 
of activities included in the-Y. W .C 
A.; .those administering to the physi- 
cal comfort of 
the girls—the cafe- 
teria, the rest room, the swimming 
ap.d gymnasium work; those serving

TRANSITION PERIOD 


Rev. Charle* E. Ewing In Fine Ad- 


ttmm at Methedltt Brotherhood 


Banquet Lait Evening. 


Vividly picturing tbo 
commercial, 
educational, social, religious and po- 
litical changes in China during the 
geriod of transition, K°v. Charles E. 
wing, pastor of the First Congrega- 
tional church in this city, presented 
an able address last evening before 
the members of the Cargill Methodist 
church brotherhood and their wives 
and lady friends at the closing ban- 
quet of the season. 
Dr. Ewing was In China for a time 
during this period, especially during 
the political change, when the mon- 
archy was buried in favor of the new 
'republic. 


"Now is the time," said the speaker, 
for the United States to make the 
best of her 
opportunity 
to do for 
China what the Chinese people need, 
not only in this country but in China. 
In this period 
of transition, China 
looks to America for guidance and 
leadership. She sends students to 
the United Stattes, from a graduate 
.school organized in 
that 
counti-y. 
These graduates again 
graduate in 
America, and return to China to be 
the inspired leaders of new 
China 
American missionaries and other Am- 
erican peoples have established high- 
er educational institutions in China, 
the graduates from these schools be- 
ing among the best people of China. 
The graduates become so imbued with 
American ideals as to be Intelligent 
leaders in almost any line, for their 
new republic." 


The speaker discussed

until steam power on the sea was in- 
troduced and developed, did the real 
commerce with China commence

circumnavigation of the world 
but:

we find China importing from America I 


cotton cloths for clothes, wheat flour 
for their staple diet and kerosene oil 
to burn in modern American lamps. 
The educational chang« was import- 
ant. 
For the past fifteen years the 
movement to do away with the old 
method of studying classics and writ- 
ing examinations Became 
in vogue, 
and today the Chinese have establish- 
ed a system of modern 
education, 
which, by the way, is yet for from 
complete. 
A Chinese child can go 
through school now from kindergarten 
to university, the main principle be- 
ing founded on the western idea of 
learning. 
In inducting into 
China 
the new educational system, the credit 
for this work practically goes to Am- 
erican educators. 


The social 
change is an amusing 
one as well ae a practical one. 
The 
styles in vogue in China are much 
the same as in America. 
The hair 
dress has experienced a big change. 
The people are eager to adopt new- 
things. 
The family unit is no more, 
and oftentimes boys go away from 
home to school, with the betrothals 
seldom carried out today. 


In religion Cfcjna has a system of 
thought that includes 
the religious 
aspect. The system has been inevit- 
ably intolereut. Other religions were 
persecuted. But on February 12, 1912, 
the republic took the place of the 
monarchy, bringing: about an absolute 
change on intolerance. 
Now Chin* 
became tolerant and the eyes of the 
country were opened to new religious 
ideas. 


The cause for political change wan 
due largely to the discontent under 
the Manchu 
dynasty. 
October 
11, 
1911, a revolution broke out. This 
civil war lasted but four 
months, 
after which the dynasty was abdicat- 
ed. The new republic was brought 
on by the aid of diplomatic ability of 
Yuan Shi Kai, former 
premier and 
now president of the new republic.

The Workers' Xational Com-

of soldiers and sailors, and only Si.- 
000,000 for the relief of civil distress, 
which the Committee declares was 
the principal object of the fund. On 
the other hand, families of soldiers 
and sailors complain that there are 
unreasonable delays In making allow- 
ances and payments, and that the ad- 
ministrators of the fund have taken 
no noiice of many cases of genuine 
distress. 
The Workers' National Committee, 
which Is understood to have the back- 
ing of the Trades Unions, has asked 
the Executive Committee of the Fund 
for "a full statement of receipts and. 
expenditures, 
together with an ex- 
planation of the policy 
-which 
has 
been pursued in the administration of 
the fund.'" 
In Glascow, a serious situation has 
arisen through a notice circulated a 
few days ago by the local branch of : 
the 
Re'lief Fund Executive Commit- I 
tee, stating that the Fund would not 
continue to pay the weekly rent of 
9/iiVi dependents. The Glasgow secre- 
tary at the same 
time stated that, 
this action was taken against the wish 
of he local committee, which had in 
good faith made promises to the sol- 
diers" relatives which it was now un- 
able to fulfill. 
The defense of the General Execu- 
tive Committee Is thus given in the 
Times: 
"The Committee admits that 
the 
local 
administrative, machinery 


for the payment of allotments and al- 
lowances is not yet working smoothly. 
But this work was undertaken only 
to relieve the unprecedented 
strain 
which the war had imposed upon the 
army Pay Department, and the Com- 
mit'ee hopes that 
before long the 
Fund will he entirely relieved of this 
charge upon it.

herself, has had to give up. 
Three 


wars in three years have been too 
much for her. The last invasion of 
armed troops, sweeping the beauti- 
ful countryside bare, driving women 
and children like cs.ttle into camps 
where deadly typhus fever now 
rages, has made a aituatioa too hor- 
rible to imagine. 


Driven from their homes, thou- 


sands of brave Serbian mothers are 
wanderers in their native land. Their 
little children, innocent sufferers of 
the cruel strife, are dyinp: from 
hunger; grievously 
wounded men 


stretched on bales of straw, unable 
to eat the hard black bread of the 
rations, are begging for white bread, 
but there is none for them. Little 
boys, mere children, are doing men's 
"work among the wounded. Women 
are serving as stretcher-bearers. 
Men, torn by shot and shell, plead in 
vain for fresh dressings for their 
terrible wounds, but there is not even 
cotton enough for new bandages. 
Grim soldiers, worn, hungry and in 
fierce pain, are submitting to the 
amputation of their legs and arms 
without 
anaesthetics 
because the 


supply of drugs has about given out 


Notwithstanding all thi_ suffering, 
this little nation of brave people has 
not before asked for help, but now, 
driven to desperation, dying even, 
they have turned appealing eyes to 
America. The heroic Serbian wom- 
en, worn with grief and suspense and 
despair, say if they only had seed 
and simple tools for agriculture they 
•would go out on the devastated land 
where their homes ones were and 
•yut in a crop that their children may 
have bread next winter. But a com- 
mittee of American citizens says 
they shall have more; that they shall 
have fc-od and clothing and medicine 
and then seeds and tools of agricul- 
ture.
